Left Home and Parents. 


Impelled by an infatuation for an 


over-grown boy named Carl Simmons, 
who, 
for good and sufficient reasons, 


was objectionable to her parents, win- 
some Minnie Jent, the fifteeen-year- 
old daughter of Rev. Thomas lent, 
pastor of the Covina Baptist Church, 
climbed out of the window of her bed- 
room between nine and ten o'clock 
Saturday nig-ht and joined her lover. 


For several months the infatuation 


of the girl—a mere child in experience 
—for this young- man has existed; in 
fact they went to an extreme which 
her parents did not realize until they 
endeavored to prevent Simmons from 
communicating with her. The parents 
supposed that the relations between 
them were at an end, for Simmons, 
whose folks had recently moved to 
Los Angeles, had not been seen in Co- 
vina for a week yrior to the elopement. 
However, since the girl's disappear- 
ance, it was learned by the confession 
of a younger brother that a regular 
correspondence had been carried on, 
the boy carrying the notes. 


The flight of the girl" was a terrible 


shock to Mr. and Mrs. Jent, who were 
little prepared for the child's sudden 
departure from home. She retired at 
the usual hour Saturday nig-ht. Karly 
Sunday morning when her father went 
to call her he found that her bed had 
not been occupied. The window was 
open and in the .soft dirt at the side of 
the house were found-her footprints 
and those of a man. 


The father knew intuitively what 


had happened and realized that if he 
found young Simmons he might be 
able to learn what had become of his 
daughter. 
His first action was to 


notify the deacons of his church that 
ta* would be unable to officiate at the

ment and the Sheriff's 'office, telling1 


them what he suspected and asking 
that every effort be made to find both 
his daughter and young Simmons. He 
then left for Los Angeles to make a 
search for the girl on his own account. 


Subsequently Andrew Simmons, a 


brother of Carl Simmons, came out 
from Los Angeles on his wheel, and 
he told a story, well intersperced with 
threats against the Rev. Mr. Jent, of 
his brother having spent Saturday 
evening at Long- Beach, and arriving 
home after all the balance of the fam- 
ily had gone to bed, spending the 
night in the basement of the house. 
He said Carl was in Los Angeles when 
he left at 10 a.m., and "none of them 
knew anything about the d 
d girl." 


When Mr. Jent arrived in Los An- 


geles, he found that the police had al- 
ready secured the boy. He was sullen 
and defiant and told the same improb- 
able story about spending Saturday 
evening at Long- Beach, denying all 
knowledge of the girl's whereabouts. 
The boy, however, under the severe 
strain of the 'examination he was sub- 
jected to, finally broke down and con- 
fessed. 
He stated 
that he went to 


Azusa on a freight train Saturday 
evening and securing a wheel at that 
place rode to Covina and met the girl 
by appointment. 
He and the girl then 


walked to Monrovia, a distance of 
twelve miles, where he placed her 
aboard the eastboutul overland, which 
passes there at 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, having purchased her a ticket to 
Linn, Kansas, where the misguided 
youth has a brother. He then went 
home to Los Angeles, arr'ving there 
as his brother had stated. 


Rev. Jent laid the whole matter be- 


fore Deputy District Ai'unu-y James 
on Monday morning. He wanted to 
know if there werfnot a law by which 
Simmons could be punished. 
Hut the 


statutes are explicit in cases such as 
this. Anyone can entice a tfirl not 


j under the age of twelve away from 
her home and pl'tce her under the care 
of other people, provided no harm of 
any sort is done tu the child, anil there 
is no punishment for the culprit. 


Under the muting of the present 


law Rev. Jent can do nothing with 
Simmons unK-^> it can In' shown that

HUNTINQTON TROLLEY LINE TO 


SAN BERNARDINO. 


Work Began on Line to Pass Through 


Covina, Lordsburg and 


Pomona. 


The Progressive Spirit of Covina Is 


Recognized Abroad. 


Of great interest to the citizens of 


this community is 
the 
following 


article published in the Los Angeles 
Times of Monday: 


"A few days ago the City of Pomona 


awarded the franchise for a system of 
electric railways to the Pacific Elec- 
tric Company for $300. 


"The first attempt of the Pacific 


Electric to obtain a franchise from 
Pomona was not very encouraging, 
being met with opposition on the part 
of a few socialists of that city, whose 
battle-cry 
was 
"anti-corporation," 


"anti-trust." 


"For a time it looked as though Po- 


mona would be left off the map of the 
trolley line, but wiser counsels pre- 
vailed. 


"The people of Covina, ou the other 


hand, have been more progressive. 
With an entire absence of discord the 
Covina citizens, knowing that the 
electric railway connecting their town 
with Los Angeles would greatly en- 
hance the value of their 
property, 


worked harmoniously and u»ed every 
legitimate means to assist the rail- 


ated by the Pacific Electric Company. 
The Ontario and San Antonio Heights 
Railway Company uses a current of 
10,000 voltage; but since the alterations 
made between the two points men- 
tioned, the wire has been tested with 
10,000 voltage, all of which pow^r is 
obtained from the Huntingdon power 
houses in San Antonio Canyon. 


"At soon as the right of way has 


been obtained to Ontario, the raiis on 
Euclid avenve will be taken up and 
heavy rails put in their place, while 
the present rails will be used to ex- 
tend the line from the San-Antonio 
power house to Stoddard's Canyon, 
and thus will this famous resort be in 
direct connection with Los Angeles. 


"Stoddard's camp is one and a half 


miles from the terminas of the On- 
tario railway, and the road is graded 
to within 700 yards of the camp. 


"Stoddard's Canyon is a favorite 


resort for people in the neighboring 
towns, and professional men and 
bankers of Los Angeles may be found 
camping here. 


"The canyon, which is situated at 


the south of San Antonio Canyon, is 
three miles long, on either side are 
ranges of mountains rising 6000 feet 
above: here are innumerable nooVs 
and corners for the tourist under the 
oaks, sycamores, maples, and pine, 
while a small forest of over 5000 bay 
trees furnishes ample shade. 


"There are a number of springs 


feeding Stoddarrt's Creek, which runs 
through the cauyon. 


"W. M. Stoddard, the owner of this 


resort, has resided here for twenty 
years, and has spent over $30,000 in 
grading and beautifying the place, 
he is closely connected with the Hunt- 
ington family.

Taxes. 


ED. ARGUS:—Now that the time has 


arrived for final apportionment of 
taxes for the ensuing year, a few words 
in regard to taxation, values, etc., 
mig'n't: ndt come amiss. 
. There is a Vast difference between 
the economic questions involved in 
the different kinds of foxes, to-wit: 
municipal, county, and- stat*"aud na- 
tional, for the reason thai- ^nWney 
raised for municipal taxes is expended 
at home, and money raised for (Bounty 
taxes is spent away from home, and 
money used for state purposes is eX' 
pended still farther away from where 
it is collected. Assuming that tax- 
ation is a necessity, the only question 
involved in municipal taxation is not 
so much in the valuation"or the rate, 
but in equitable distribution of the 
burdens of taxation between the in- 
dividual units that comprise the muni- 
cipality. 
Whether the valuation is 


put at 50 per cent or 100 makes no 
particular difference for local purposes, 
as each individual participates in 
benefits derived from money expended 
in local affairs. 


Between the town and the county, 


however, another question arises. The 
money used in the county is only part- 
ly applied to anything that the indi- 
vidual can get any good from. Out of 
the dollar that goes away from the 
town in state and county taxes, per- 
haps not more than fifteen cents ever 
finds its way back again into the com- 
munity whence it started in the shape 
of any permanent investment, excep*, 
of course, a salaried beneficiary should 
happen to live in the community. At 
least one-half of the money raised for 
use in state and county taxes is used 
in purely political fat, that is, a fellow 
gets two or three hundred dollars a 
month for being a. good fellow, and 


two or three assistants to do 


cers. Every two years a new bill 
passed and a few salaries raised, very 
seldom any are lowered. 
Now, of 


course, I take it for granted that this 
is an absolute necessity, and that the 
people want what is. 
Now we can 


probably carry our burden all right 
if our burdens are adjusted so we wont 
feel it too much in any one spot. A 
variation of 5 to 10 per cent in valua- 
tions of course is liable to occur be- 
tween land values in different local- 
ities, but when a variation of 500 per 
cent becomes apparent between land 
values in one town and another of 
similar size, other conditions being 
equal, the valuation for assessment 
becomes unfair. Also there are fifty- 
seven or so counties in California. 
Suppose one county assessor gets an 
abnormally virtuous streak on and 
raises valuations for his county one- 
third higher than the other fifty-six 
counties, how much do the people who 
are raised owe him for his extreme 
generousity with' other people's cash? 
If Los Angeles county valuations are 
raised fifty millions this year and 75 
cents on the dollar goes to the state, 
Los Angeles county is-just $375,000.00 
poorer, and has nothing to show for it, 
not even the good will of the balance 
of the state. More anon.

XPEKIMKNTS in Colorado and Wyoming point to 
the development of a species of hard wheat.that wHl 
yield bountifully In the arid regions. In 1890 a Col- 
oradoan, Mr. Robert fiauss, planted some Improved 


Fife wheat and left It to take care of itself. The harvest 
gave barely enough wheat for seed the next year. 
The 


crop from tills seed was much better, and each year since 
the grain has galnod In productiveness. Iu 11)02 Fred Bond, 
State engineer of Wyoming, planted half a pint of this 
acclimatized seed near Cheyenue at an altitude of 0,050 
feet, and another half-pint at Buffalo, altitude 4,700 feet. 
The first lot threshed OMi pints and the second 21!/i pints. 
No water was artificially given to either plantation, and 
the rainfall at Cheyenne was only C.3S, and at Buffalo 4.00 
inches. 
If experiments on a larger scale are equally suc- 


ccHsful, Mr. Gauss, as tlie Geographic Magazine says, has 
reclaimed nearly 400,000 square miles of land. Tho whole 
arid and semi-arid West will eagerly await further experi- 
ments.— Indianapolis Journal.

The Minimum Wr-^e.

NDIANA has a minimum wage- law, enacted In 11)01. It 
provides that no one employed on work done by or for 
counties, cities or towns shall be paid less thnu twenty 
cents an hour. The act was passed at tbe demand of 


j organized labor, and the purpose, of course, was to estab- 


j lish a standard minimum rat a of living wages. 
While k 


was not believed that tlie St.ite could euact any law mak- 
ing a minimum wage In private business, It was imagined 
that municipal corporations could be required to pay a 
minimum wage or more for work done which would be- 
come a common standard. 
The Supreme Court of the 


State has pronounced the law unconstitutional, as being 
an Improper Interference with the liberty of contract. If 
the Legislature lias the right to prescribe and enforce a 
minimum rate of wages, it also has 'power to prescribe 
a maximum rate, and need not confine Itself to wages, but 
proceed to fl* the prices of command potatoes... ._J>ia court 
concludes tbat-o&uaHmr' ettles and 'towns stand upon the 
earn* footing* as private or quasi-public corporations, and 
cannot be compelled to pay more than Its mark* value for 
aay property or Jabor.—Boston Herald.

It la a reflec- 
tion on the American name that In the older States, which 
have been organized communities for more than two cen- 
turies, there are thousands of miles of roads that are 
practically In no better condition now then they were In 
the early days. 
In Pennsylvania there are thousands of 


uilles of roadway maintained in no better fashion than 
they were at-the beginning of the last century. The value, 
convenience and pleasure of good roads are admitted. They 
Improve social conditions In the countryside and Invite 


Save the Big Trees. 


T 


HE giant sequoias of California form a natural won- 
der and beautiful acenic feature absolutely unique. 
How far the rumor that their existence Is In danger 
may be true la not quite apparent, but It seems cer- 


tain that the Calaveras Grove at least la threatened with 
extinction. 
It must be remembered that there are at least 


tire hundred trees In California Which are really entitled to' 
be called giant- trees, and t'hat t'hese are found In many 
rather widely separated groups. Tbe Marlpoga Grove, near 
the Yosemlte Valley, Is owned and cared for by the State 
of California, while the United States holds at National 
parks two tracts of land on which big trees stand. The 
Calaveras group, the first to be discovered, contains about 
a hundred very fine giant trees, nnd has been well main- 
tained and preserved. It Is private property, anJ, of late 
years-at least, has not yielded a reasonable profit on the 
price paid by the present owner, $100,000. There is. there- 
fore, great danger that the trees may be cut down and sold 
—It Is said that a single sequoia might yield 50,000 feet of 
lumber. It seems evident that California should have pur- 
chased the Calaveras Grove at the very moderate price 
named above, but the Stale authorities have hoped that the 
United States would buy thfc tract as a National park; Con- 
gress, however, has seemed averse to this, and lias refused 
an appropriation for the purpose. It Is now suggested that 
a public subscription should be made, or that an individual" 
benefactor should present the famous grove to th« nation. 
In one way or another the destruction threatened should 
be averted.—Xew York Outlook.

phoid in ChicoKn, 


An Inquiry Into the recent epidemic 


of typhoid fever In Chicago, made by 
residents of Hull House, shows some 
extremely Interesting facta, especially 
concerning the connections that the 
common house fly may have with ty- 
phoid fever. 


The City Homes Association 
has 


published and distributed a pamphlet 
showing the 
result in investigations 


made by 
Miss Maud Gernon, Miss 


Gertrude Howe, and Dr. Alice Hamil- 
ton. The research was conducted at 
Memorial Institute for Infectious DIs- 
enscs. 


The pollution of the water supply 


by sewage has generally been believed 
to be the great source of danger, but 
experiments have proved that the fly 
may be the means of spreading dis- 
ease broadcast. 


During the recent epidemic a com- 


paratively small area of the 
West 


Side suffered most. 
.Over one-sixth 


of the deaths occurred in the Nine- 
teenth ward. 
The typhoid epidemic 


was found to be most severe where the 
sewerage was most imperfect, -"the 
plumbing poor, and other conditions 
bad. 


Tw» places were selected near Hull 


House for the purpose of examination. 
Flies were captured about the prem- 
ises and put in cultures. 
The result 


showed typhoid fever germs. 


The pamphlet calls attention to the 


lack of measures on the part of the 
Board of 
Health. 
Complaints 
fre- 


quently made were unanswered. 
The 


methods employed by the Board and 
Its employes are gone Into at length 
and severe criticisms are made.—Chi- 
cago Journal.

ALONE 


Oat's Policy Is .To Hold Present Positions In 


Manchuria, Including New Chwaog acd to 
Takt No Steps to Avert Hostlltles 


Kin Chau, Opposite New Chwang, 


Manchuria—All the prominent Russian 
officials 
in China, Manchuria and 


Corea are attondiug the conference at 
Port Arthur. 
Among them are Min- 


ister of War Kuropatkiu, 
Admiral 


Alexieff, the Russian 
minister 
at 


Pekin and Seoul, the political agents 
in China and Corea, including M. 
PokotiJoff, recently Russian financial 
representative at Peking; 
General 


Desseno the military agent in China; 
the civil and military authorities at 
Moukden, and the administrator of 
New Chwang. 


The proceedings at the conference 


are enveloped la profound secrecy. It 
'is popularly supposed that the Russian 
officials are considering war questions. 
The commercial 
foreign 
offices at 


New Chwang and Port Arthur bo 
lieve that the possibility of war is 
increasing 
stcc.dily. 
The 
Russian 


policy is believed to be to hold the 
present position in Manchuria includ- 
ing New Chwang, and to take no steps 
to avert hostilities with Japan if it is 
assured that Japan will flght unaided. 
The war feeling among the Japanese 
in China is intensifying. 


The Russian civil administrators, 


with the governor-general 
of New 


Chwang, bare commenced the erection 
of a government building designed to 
hold all the Russian offices, 
includ- 


ing the telephone and telegraph de- 
partments iti the center of the foreign 
settlement, partly on land ceded by 
the Chinese, according to the Russian 
explanation, and partly on the public 
square, about which^the foreign con- 
sulates aro congregated. The residents* 
of other uatioualties are preparing to 
protest against this encroachment on 
the public square. 


A Russian company has completed 


the purchase of the river steam tug 
business, heretofore controlled by a 
British company. 
This is regarded as 


an important step towards Russian 
control of the harbor, as the now 
company is apparently acting in be- 
half of the Russian'governmeutv.Russia 
having but small! commercial interests 
here. The British company had four 
boats and the Russians have imported 
wo., more. All six vessels are armed 
and commanded by Russian officers. 
The crews are composed of soldiers.

Growers price ideas are highnr than 
last year. Apricots

bringing at factories ?Ki to 818, ns 
against $12 last yenr. The Cnuiwrs' 
Association have issued a price list 
for 1903 and an increase in price is 
noticed iu most lines. 


Last year's dried fruit crop is being 


cleared up at good prices. No prices 
for futures have been named; growers 
and buyers are not prepared to como 
together. The output of cured fruit 
is difficult to estimate. It is certain 
that fruit and vegetable crops of the 
east and middle west will be small, 
still a conservative rather than an in- 
flated price gnage will probably result 
most profitably to California growers. 


Judging by condition of growing 


crop, raisin pack coming season will 
be exceptionally heavy. The efforts 
of the Growers' Association to secure 
a five years' contract from growers 
has been abandoned. 


They may be induced to sign for 


one year. 


Eastern markets for citrus fruits for 


the month were spasmodic and on the 
whole the returns will be most unsat- 
isfactory. Valencias and St. Michaels 
show strength and higher market may 
be looked for. 


While walnut blight is not serious 


as first thought; yet it will effect 
materially the yield both in Orange 
and Los Angeles counties, Santa Bar- 
bara county output will be normal. 


Indications point to a large olive 


crop. The fruit has set so heavily 
that it looks as if the record crop of 
two years ago will be equalled. 


General oil situation remains un- 


changed. Expiring contracts are being 
renewed at higher figures. The in- 
crease in price of oil has stimulated 
drilling and a number of new pro- 
ducers were added during June. 


Locally business in all lines is good.

TO PRESERVE OUR FORESTS 


EFFECTS OF LUMBERING TO BE 


CAREFULLY STUDIED 


PLUNGES INTO ROYAL GORGE 


Train Goes Down Two Thousand 


Feet 


Chicago — A dispatch to the Record - 


Herald from Canyon City, Colo., says: 


Three engines and twenty cars of a 


freight train jumped 
and Rio Grande track 


,the 
Denver 


in the Royal 


Gorge and plunged into the Arkansas 
river, a sheer fall of 2000 feet. 


The engines have not 
yet 
been 


found. Ten freight cars are also miss- 
ing. The river is very deep and high 
and the current runs at a terrific 
speed. 


The three engineers, a fireman and 


a brakemau have disappeared in the 
wreck. 


The accident took place near the 


hanging bridge in the Royal Gorge, 
about six miles east of Canon City. It 
is the most picturesque railroad spot 
in the west. The gorge is only fifty 
foet wide but the rocks rise perpen- 
dicularly from the Arkansas river to 
a height of more than a third of a 
mile. 


The freight train was bound east. 


Two of the engines were "dead," 
being drawn along with the car*. 
Without warning the locomotive that 
was furnishing the power j imped the 
track, bumped along the ties for a few 
feet and then plunged into the abyss, 
dragging ten of the other cars after it. 


Two of the firemen jumped. The 


engineers refused to leave their posts 
and foil to certain death iu tho torrent 
2000 feet below. 
A brakomau 
was 


thrown into tho gorge when tho cars 
ran off tho track. The breaking of tho 
coupling saved tho ton 
fulling into tho river.

The Lands Now Corrred With Ctupirta! Art 


to Be Examined In Order tolLearn Whether 
tt Will Pa> to Plant Them With Timb.r Trees 


Washington, D. C.—With tho inten- 


tion of fixing upon a proper forest 
policy, California hns 
undertaken 


this year, with the help of the bureau 
of forestry, a compreheusiveand de- 
tailed study of its forests. The state 
legislature recently appropriated ?!">,- 
000 for the study, the condition being 
that it should be carried out by the 
bureau of 
forestry, 
and 
that the 


bureau should bear half the expense. 


The state desires to know these facts 


about its forest that will guide it in 
passing wise forest laws. It desires to 
know, for 
Instance, what 
disposal 


should be made of tho state forest 
lands, what should be done to regulate 
the cutting of timber on them, how 
forest fires may best be restrained, 
whether 
tree planting iu denuded 


areas will pay, etc. 


The task of securing all the infor- 


mation necessary for a forest policy 
for California the bureau of forestry 
has begun this summer. The work is 
of such magnitude that several years 
will bo required to complete it, but 
valuable and suggestive results will be 
secured each year. 


The work has been begun on a large 


scale. Six men are now examining 
public lands in the state to determine 
what parts of them are suitable for 
national forest reserves, and similar 
studies tvill be made of lands for state 
reserves. 
A study will be made of all 


lands owned by the state in order to 
determine the usea to which they may 
best l)e put, who should administer 
them, and what sort of administra- 
tion they should have. A forest map 
of California will be made, showing 
the location of all forest areas and 
distinguishing between the different 
kinds of forests. 
In connection with 


tho forest map will bo a study of im- 
portaut trees, iu order to learn with 
exactness the commercial range of 
the valuable .species. An investiga- 
tion will be made of tho effects of 
lumbering on the forest, iu order to 
determine what ought to bo done to 
cut-over lands. 


The effects of fire on the forest, es- 


pecially after lumbering, and what 
may be done by the state to prevent 
fire, are subjects that will take a long 
time to work out. In September E. 
A. Sterling of the bureau will try to 
determine what is the cheapest and 
most effective method of protecting 
from fire land that has been lumbered. 


The bureau 
will also make a study 


of the chaparral lauds of Southern 
California, in order to learn whether 
it will pay to plant them with timber 
trees. A very interesting question 
has been raised as to whether chap- 
arral—which includes a great variety 
of scrub trees, such as man/anita, 
scrub oak, valley mahogany and scrub 
cherry—will retain the moisture iuthe 
soil as well as timber trees. Chap- 
arral grows denser than timber trees 
and often reaches a height of twenty 
to twenty-five feet and a diameter of 
sixteen to eighteen inches. L. C. 
Miller, who ha«i charge of this work, 
is now making a study of the condi- 
tions under which chaparral grows in 
the San Gabriel mountains, near Pasa- 
dena, 
where the bureau has been 


planting pines and cedars for several 
years. 


Tho results of these separate investi- 


gations will bo gathered together by 
William C. Hodge of the bureau, who 
has general charge of the California 
work, and will l>e presented to the 
stuto in a formal report, accompani- 
ed by maps.

SHIPS TlTfHE ORINOCO 


No Farther Interference Will Be Al- 


lowed By Oor Government 


Washington—The navy department, 


at the instance of the stato depart- 
ment, has tak on stops to 
prevent 


further interference with American 
shipping iu the Orinoco, bv either 
the government or tho rebel forces. 


This action was taken upon the ad- 


vise of Mr. Russell, United States 
charge at Caracas, dated on tha Cth 
lust., to tho effect that tho govern- 
ment forces had detained two ships 
belonging to the Orinoco Steam Navi- 
gation company at San Fordiuo, and 
that the insurgents had detaiuod and 
were likely to destroy three 
other 


ships belonging to the same company 
atCiudad Bolivar. Orders wore cabled 
to the United States ship Bauci-oft, at 
Port of Spain, to proceed at once up 
the Orinoco and release the detained 
vessels. 
No resistance is anticipated.

Suffrage. 


From a late Eastern paper we learn 


that the president of a female college 
suit! ill his baccalaureate address to 
the young Indies just about to grad- 
uate, "SnfTr.ige i» nut a natural right, 
but a political expedient, and that 
their influence on civic life was not 
dependent upon tl.eir having a ballot." 
Just at this, time we £<Uhcr from sev- 
eral sources that attention is being 
called to the question of whether suf- 
frage is a natural right or a mere 
political expedient, and this question, 
we apprehend, 
is vitally associated 


with the welfare of men as well as 
women. The attempts of the South- 
ern white men just now to render the 
•'fifteenth amendment" of no effect 
for the colored man, rests upon the 
mistaken idea that "suffrage is not a 
natural right," but a mere "political 
expedient," and if merely the latter, 
then as an '•expedient" its abrogation 
involves no wrong to those it would 
disfranchise. 
For the lack of thought 


and the lazy impression that it :s only 
colored men, that don't know how to 
vote, that will be effected thereby, 
numbers arc careless as to the vital in- 
terest now ut strike. 


First, what free man but would feel 


degraded and insulted if told that his 
right to vote was not a natural one 
pertaining to his manhood, but simply 
jjiven him as an expedient—a mere 
method of government. 
Under a
